World. The architectural treatment Italian style 
and fine example the adaptability this simple 
style the requirements the modern school building, 
producing beautiful structure the proportions the 
building without the use expensive ornamental treat- 
ment. The building faced with brick having rough 
texture variety soft red color tones with panels 
laid ornamental patterns. The window sills, coping 
top the walls, and the carved trim the four en- 
trances, are gray limestone, The projecting bays and 
entrances are roofed with red clay tile. 

The building consists three stories and basement 
for the school proper and gymnasium and auditorium, 
each which are two stories height. Each the 
three stories contains seven class rooms with small 
room associated with each room for use wardrobe. 
There are also offices for the principal and physician’s 
office and examination room. the third floor there 
large toilet room for the girls and another for the 
boys the other side that floor. The basement has 
similar toilet rooms. There also separate toilet room 
for the kindergartens. There are manual training and 
domestic science class rooms the basement. Here 
also provided large play room for use bad weather, 
the heating plant, gymnasium and showers and locker 
rooms associated therewith. 


The entire construction fireproof. The floors are 
reinforced concrete construction supported reinforced 
concrete columns extending foundations composed 
reinforced concrete piles. The exterior walls are inches 
thick face brick and tile. The interior partitions are 
tile. The ceiling the top story the same con- 
struction the floors. All exterior walls and partitions 
are plastered directly the tile. Ceilings are plastered 
galvanized metal lath. The stairs and corridors have 
floor and base terrazzo, This finish also used 
the toilet rooms which have stalls gray Tennessee 
marble. The rooms have floor finish oiled maple. 
The doors, baseboards, window stools, blackboard trim 
and handrails are oak, stained rich soft brown and 
varnished. 

The building is heated by means of a low pressure steam system 
and direct radiation in combination with a ventilating fan located in the 
basement with ducts for supplying washed, warmed and humidified air 
each class room and office. These ducts are formed the partitions 
between the corridors and class rooms. Fresh air is drawn through 
shafts extending the roof motor driven fan located the 
basement and having a capacity of 44,000 cubic feet of air per minute. 
Each class room further provided with system ducts for the re- 
moval foul air, constructed similar manner the partitions 
and extending and discharging into the attic space between the ceiling 
of the third floor and the roof construction, from which space the 
used air let out the building through large sheet ventilators 
the roof. Two Kewaunee tubular smokeless boilers having com- 
bined capacity of 28,000 square feet of radiation are used for heating 
the school and also furnish heat to the convent and church. All ra- 
diators and the heating coils in the fan are automatically controlled 
the Johnson system heat regulation employing thermostats each 
room which automatically keeps the temperature the room the

proper point. Means are provided for circulating the air from the fan 
through the class rooms the attic space and back the fan for the 
purpose economizing heat while the class rooms are not use. 


The highest grade of plumbing fixtures obtainable were selected as 
being ultimately the most economical. They are made of vitreous china, 
the same material that is used for good table china. The faucets on the 
lavatories are of the heavy pattern self-closing type. The water 
closets are equipped with flush valves instead of tanks and the seats 
are covered with rubber composition which keep them the 
same condition as when new for many years. Every attention has 
been given to making the toilet rooms and plumbing equipment of 
simple and sanitary design and as easily cleaned as is practicable. 
There are lavatories in the corridors. There are china drinking foun- 
tains in the corridors supplying drinking water in an inclined stream, 
which type has been found to be germ proof and free from all pos- 
sibility of spreading infection. Each water closet stall is equipped with 
metal container dispensing individual double sheets toilet paper. 
Paper towels of the individual type are provided in metal containers at 
the lavatories. 

Each door in the building is hung on three ball bearings, steel 
hinges. The locks are of fine quality with cast iron escutcheons and 
knobs. The hardware has a black Bower Barff finish, which is the 
most permanent finish that can be obtained. All exit doors are 
equipped with panic proof latches having a bar extending across the 
door with locks made so that while the doors may be securely locked 
from the outside they can be opened at all times from the inside by 
simply pressing against the bar. The stairs have been made slip proof 
including quantity carborundum tile with the marble chips 
the terrazzo finish. 

All class rooms are arranged for perfect natural lighting by means 
of several windows placed on one side of the room only. Each window 
has been equipped with two shades of sage colored translucent fabric 
having the rollers at the centers of the windows so that one shade 
ean be pulled down and the other up, permitting perfect ventilation 
during the warm weather and perfect regulation of the natural light 
in the room. Each class room is equipped for perfect artificial illumi- 
nation by means of six outlets, each containing a 200 watt lamp en- 
tirely enclosed in a large bow! consisting of a transparent glass 
with a thin coating of opal glass to uniformly distribute the artificial 
light and to prevent objectionable glare. The corridors are illuminated 
by means of open bottom opal reflectors close to the ceiling. The 
toilet rooms are illuminated by means of opal glass reflectors on porce- 
lain fixtures sufficient quantity and located thoroughly 
illuminate the water closet stalls as well as the balance of the room. 


The school portion the building shaped with 
the open part the “U” the north. this section 
and projecting beyond the school portion have been built 
the gymnasium and auditorium. They are located this 
manner that practically only one wall and the floors 
and roof were required for the auditorium and gymna- 
sium.

The gymnasium floored with 
maple and has side walls faced with buff colored vitrified 
brick. This same wainscoting brick used through 
the shower rooms and the locker rooms which are 
duplicate, one for the boys and one for the girls. Above 
the gymnasium, high the second and third stories 
combined, auditorium size. The 
auditorium including the balcony has seating capacity 
for 1050 people. The auditorium has beamed ceiling 
ornamental plaster and panels celotex between the 
beams. Celotex was used place plaster reduce 
echo and ensure good acoustic qualities the auditorium.

the balcony. The main auditorium and balcony exits are 
provided with panic proof hardware and are such width 
that can quickly emptied. Wardrobes and 
store rooms for both balcony and main floor the 
auditorium are also provided

ADVOCATE ADEQUATE FUNCTIONING 
sixty odd recent graduates 
our boys’ Catholic high school, four have regis- 
tered college; fifty-two another, two have 
entered the state university. The one school 
the East, the other the West. The remaining 
graduates both institutions far known 
this writing, have gone work are looking for 
work, work whatsoever kind. 

While general conclusion may found in- 
stances thus isolated, especially the schools 
noted are the promiscuous city type, our atten- 
tion arrested sight the impracticable courses 
-—the courses that not educate for life— offered 
not few our high schools, courses that, con- 
sciously otherwise the said high school facul- 
ties, have been superimposed the most imprac- 
tical men the while field education—our 
state university professors, whom appreciable 
portion our Catholic system paying most 
humiliating homage. 

Let revise our generalization the more 
moderate extent saying, that very many these 
men, notably those who have almost exclusively 
their respective institutions with the theory 
education, think the high school almost wholly 
terms the college; and pitiful that 
many our Catholic school men and women have 


but one initiative, that leaping onto 


the university band-wagon and marching their stu- 
dents along the route, any old tune and any 
old place. 

The smattering splattering science-biology, 
chemistry, its relatively elaborate 
equipment, expensive housing, and months and 
months instruction, experimentation 
taking—is, considerable measure, joke 
tragedy when inflicted the poor boy girl who, 
above all else, needs what, general, she 
not consistently decent knowledge and 
practice the Mother and writ- 
search out knowledge and in- 
spirative, method and developed propensity for 
for personal study, taste for reading, and out- 
look what and how read. 

And what true science even truer, 
speak, the foreign and classic that is, 
they are, relation the poor student—the stu- 
dent who must soon,go work—more joke 
more tragedy: And not great deal wis- 
dom may spoken favor not inconsiderable 
portion the mathematics, for much this course 


will never utility ever many, even viewed 
error suggest that mathematical reasoning 
any fits for philosophic reasoning. 

That the study English falling flat our 
high schools, any one who has with them can 
readily demonstrate. reason found the adop- 
tion our high school college university 
methods, which say, the most atrocious 
brand pedagogy possible for elementary 
secondary school. The instructor our high school 
comes and the instructor goes, or, better, the stu- 
dents come and the students go, endlessly tramping 
the building search the multiform seals wis- 
dom and correlation the vital subjects, especially 
English, with everything else, element 
anybody’s method; the custom for every in- 
structor busy himself solely with his a-b-c spe- 
cialty, heaping on, with slight regard for the 
half-dozen others, all that can, while all the 
teachers are feverishly aiming that the students 
cover the carefully staked acceptably the 
university authorities. Here, seems, the one 
great goal, the end all! 

high time that some thinking our 
own account, justice the students and for the 
honor the Church her role educator, with 
her splendid traditions and ferundity and her un- 
paralleled achievements. time also initiate 
propaganda educate those about the con- 
viction, that accreditation the state university 
matter small moment for the student, while 
ourselves might learn esteem the cold truth 
that accreditation often vain tinsel appendage 
for the school itself; that means nothing 
the intrinsic educational status any school. The 
popular appeal for university recognition, thing 
dependent, places, upon pretense and diploma- 
upon community merit, has caught many 
whirlpool. The appeal too strong for 
our weak faith ourselves, and evident 
the end not yet. When the state has perfected 
its monopoly education, then may learn 
appraise aright our unhappy course and humiliating 
position.

were known throughout the whole country for their 
learning; everyone all that land looked 
them and there were some who secretly thought 
these blind men knew more than the priests. Now, 
one could tell what the wise men really knew, 
for being wise they spoke terms beyond the com- 
prehension the people. But strange may 
seem, these wise men knew nothing about that 
great beast, the elephant—they had never seen one. 
fear that they might thought ignorant 
such little and popular thing elephant, which 
most obvious even the simplest souls, they 
contrived approach elephant and examine him. 
The first blind man stood upon ladder and felt 
the great sides the brute and was certain the 
elephant was like huge wall. The next blind man 
felt the burly leg the breast and exclaimed, 
“Why, ’tis very like tree;” but the third blind 
man, who had walked unawares into one the 
animal’s huge tusks, laughed his brother scorn, 
for was most certain that the elephant was 
shaped like spear. Blind man fourth, however, 
though behind hand his opinion, when hap- 
pened grasp the tail the brute, was certain 
the great thing resempled rope; but simultaneous- 
ly, his companion number five had received shock 
when the affectionate quadruped coiled sinuous 
trunk about his wrists, and the frightened sub- 
ject drew himself away, swore the beast was but 
kind serpent. The last this strange group 
had but felt the flapping ear, when the elephant, 
espying tiny mouse, (this may not the reason) 


stampeded terror the jungle. Years after, 


the wise blind men used sit the great darkness 
and wonder about that strange Protean monster, 
the elephant, one them always averred ’twas very 
like fan. 

Now, gentle reader, you may never have heard 
told this story strangely true; but that be- 
cause the blind men kept secret. The simple 
soul who owned the elephant and drove him 
beast burden told the story—and laughed 
the wise men. 

Now, story should never have moral attached; 
Teacher spoke parables—exquisite examples 
the story art. But many His followers were not 
prepared hear, the gospel tells us. With what 
subtle and unconscious art the sacred writer deline- 
ates the finest nuance thought. Not prepared 
hear! The thoughts that wander through eternity, 
that are beyond the reaches our souls, are not 
mere fodder for hungry mind, not mere carrion 
for the searching scalpel keen intelligence. 
They are the ambrosial nectar eternal Truth; 
they are vouchsafed only those choice spirits who 
understand, who are prepared hear. 


But the fashion today analyze even am- 
brosial nectar must follow however reluctant- 
ly. The point our subject is: What the pur- 
pose education? (We hope this not too sudden 
shock upon the reader.) Education indeed 
great white elephant many wise men not In- 
dostan, and though they appear not blind, they see 
not its beginning nor its end. bewildering 
maze means, methods, forms and fads they are 
oblivious the simple and obvious facts, the sim- 
plest and most obvious which that beginning 
and end are necessary middle, both 
elephants and education. 

This singular blindness which fails appreciate 
logical precision due methinks exaggeration 
the inductive method. The called scientific 
method, unassailable itself, has become the 
by-horse the schools. Why mere fact grubbing 
should become the basis for liberal and cultured 
life hard understand. But there has been 
tremendous transvaluation the Ego and the 
World Soul since Lamarck, Darwin and Wallace, 
and consistent evolutionist this time should 
suffer the “Weltschmerz” and never mere head- 
ache. The world withal has been racked into 
facts; chaos has followed comprehen- 
sion. Science, with capital self constituted 
Vicar the Goddess Reason, the verge 
dissolution; voracious ketabolism, its very 
method unceasing analysis, has destroyed its 
own being. The goose that laid the golden eggs 
more—there are facts and not 
ONE LAW. 

Fducation has not escaped this factitious plague. 
Education has become its own end; the means 
accomplishing itself, broad life itself. 
has become the container and the thing con- 
tained. What for? Social efficiency, citizen- 
ship, transmitting our cultural inheritance, wide in- 
terests, mental content, world building, natural de- 
velopment, adjustment! say the wise men. 
man’s end social efficiency? The elephant’s end 
his Was man made for citizenship? 
view politics would warrant the assumption that 
one nature’s journeymen had done abominable 
job. Are the mere conduit for inheritance, 
culture which one may enjoy but which every- 
one must pass on? The end can not the teacher 
nor the textbook. Are wide interests intrinsical- 
good? big appetite may curse—though 
sword will open oyster fool would choose 
gimlet. What mental content? eat 
live, not live eat. (Of course there some ques- 
tion this from the materialistic point view.) 
World building! What world for? The an- 
swer comes triumphantly—for US! What are 
for? Not triumphantly, the rejoinder, strangles 
us—the World! Shades Anselm and Augustine, 
pray for us. What natural development? Rous- 
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seau, Tolstoi and Montessori have failed; the noble 
savage becomes Leopold Loeb. Adjustment 
the talisman present, the secret the educa- 
tional alchemists who would turn the glorious 
variety mind into the golden dross matter. 
Adjustment for us, us, us. 

Stil! the question, what the purpose educa- 
tion? Disraeli cast his lot with the angels, per- 
haps even the bad angels, rather than with the apes, 
would cleave Herbart, Locke, Calvin 
this black despair. Away with the 
the Spencers and their ilk. But the discipline 
Calvin was for the devil, the gentleman Locke 
was but form and the virtue Herbart but pre- 
cept. Why discipline, manners morals, virtue? 
There answer; doubt knocks our soul. 

Perhaps are too hasty; “The chief end 
education, take it, must allied the chief end 
man; and this, the words the Catechism, ‘is 
glorify God, and enjoy Him 
says Lane Cooper, book education that 
like pleasant oasis the arid desert peda- 
gogical pedantry. Here memory the Chris- 
tian consciousness that well nigh dead the 
schools; here lone voice articulating that tre- 
mendous truth that written all nature, that 
was signed the Word; here the Purpose 
Education. the glowing words Pascal, “The 
heart has reasons that the reason knows not of;” 
but surely here perfect satisfaction for both mind 
and heart. 

When education clears away the refuse preju- 
dice, negation and dogmatism, that has encrusted 
intellectual development since the Reformation, and 
founds her science the bedrock truth, when 
the end will determine the means education and 
not the means the end, then only will the full value 
and significance the ultimate purpose educa- 
tion appreciated. 

With the ideal before us, with the standard 
branded our souls, balance and proportion can 
not then fail impress the earnest teacher; then 
will find the infinity facts the purpose 
God. The unity man, the essential unity 
men, the essential unity nature will burst forth 
transcendent brilliance. But for this must 
prepared, “Intellect annuls Fate, “says Emerson, 
but the miracle Love alone cures blindness. 
the mad maze the schools only those who search 
for Truth the Unity and Simplicity the Word 
know that education pure spirit instituted 
through external signs give Grace.

satisfactory results are attained, there 
must variety Method. must 

bear mind that children will sicken sameness 
Method they sameness food. Children, 
and adults for that matter, will soon lose their ap- 
petite every sitting down table, they find in- 
variably the same kind food, matter how de- 
licious, how good that food may be. Meats, eggs, 
vegetables, all commodities foods are good, but 
there must some variety the way cooking 
and serving them. like manner, your method 
teaching may good, the best known, but there 
must variety presenting that method, ar- 
riving results other than through the same chan- 
nel day and day out. 

soon, therefore, the teacher notices loss 
interest, carelessness, etc., becomes imperative 
upon her change her plan, throw some 
variety order keep the interest, arouse 
it, lest. The tactful teacher will not wait until 
loss interest apparent. While enthusiasm 
holds the class, the method instruction may safe- 
continued, but the teacher should the 
alert and see Miss Indifference the distance, and 
use all her ingenuity block the way this 
same Miss Indifference the class room. Here 
the teacher must bring her skill into play chang- 
ing the method while retaining the principle. 

Children must have variety. They love originali- 
ty, and originality never wanting the wide- 
awake teacher, the teacher who has the interest 
her pupils heart. This teacher constantly seek- 
ing new ways presenting the She reads 
the methods given the school journals, the vari- 
ous school papers current issue; she compares 
them; draws conclusions and arrives something 
original dictated her own active mind, and as- 
sisted the question mark the countenances 
the students before 

all instruction, there are two phases con- 
sidered, the mechanical side and the art side, al- 
though the former really included the latter. 
The neglect either phase teaching results 
unsatisfactory training, and cause the poor 
attainment reached our pupils the various 
branches instruction. 

When the teacher undertakes her school duties 
the very first day the school year, there must 
her mind definite ideal the pupil’s accom- 
plishment, together with knowledge suitable 
methods and subject matter, and skill their use. 

There must the minds the pupils interest 
the subject matter, and desire for knowledge. 

The conscientious teacher any subject the 
curriculum will have mind four distinct aims: 

First She must have definitely planned just 
the amount work that her pupils must accom- 
plish that subject that school year. She must 
place herself year advance, and see clearly just 
the extent advancement accomplished 
these children before the school year closes. 

Secondly She must have thorough knowl- 
edge that subject matter, otherwise she cannot 
impart what demanded her. “You can’t give 


what you haven’t got,” said old Joe Jefferson, 
his time, one the best Artists the American 
stage. was the only lesson ever tried 
teach the stage people. “Live out,” and “Don’t 
act out,” was his constant injunction. teach- 
ers must not ACT that they know, they must know, 
results are attained. actor the stage 
may make use his handkerchief, twitch his face, 
pump and yet his eyes are perfectly dry 
because ACTOR, and not having feeling, 
cannot impart his audience. The ARTIST, 
the other hand, lives the part that por- 
traying, and that sorrow, the tears will freely 
flow, hence the feeling thrown out the audi- 
ence, and the people, also will tears. would 
well for teachers remember this. they 
have not the knowledge, then knowledge cannot 
imparted them, for “You can’t give what you 
haven’t got.” 

The third aim the method presenting 
this subject matter. There must method, other- 
wise, favorable results can expected. You 
can easily lead your pupils through the channels 
that you, yourself, have trod, and much more easily 
and intelligently so, for you will recall how hazy 
these things were you, and how you cleared them 
later you entered into wider scope 
intelligence. You can make the matter clearer, 
more easily and more readily understood. 

Our fourth aim skill presenting that method. 
These four aims are very closely allied. Without 
the first, namely, definite plan, have not laid 
the foundation for the year’s work. our 
plan, requisite knowledge the matter 
sented, essential. The knowledge will greatly 
discounted without method, and method can never 
remain the top rung the ladder without 
skillful handling. Therefore, the wise teacher will 
have the plan and the knowledge; the tactful teach- 
will supply the method and the skill. 

addition these four aims the part the 
teacher, she must also responsible for the two 
requisites the part the student. attain 
satisfactory results, the pupil must possess these 
two requisites, namely, interest the subject, and 
desire for knowledge. Now, keep the pupil 
interested the business the teacher, and the 
pupil’s interest will never lessen skill and tact 
are the instruments which the teacher makes 
use the method. The pupil’s second requisite, 
namely, desire for knowledge, need not com- 
mented upon here. principle upon which the 
interest reckonned. 

The teacher who loves her work bound 
successful. Love for the work will bring these 
aims and requisites successful ending. The 
teaching profession poorly paid, that were 
not for love instructing others, the gallant army 
instructors would greatly reduced. takes 
love and sacrifice keep teachers the ranks. 

Theodore Roosevelt, one-time, President the 
United States, addressing the National Educa- 
tional Association assembled New York City, 
opened his speech that body these words: 
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“You teachers make the world your debtors. 
all professions, barring only the Ministry, yours 
shines out the zenith, making all subservient 
you.” ‘The writer this article willing 
farther than did that great Statesman. You reli- 
gious teachers not only make the world your 
debtors general, but the Church particular. 


God, Himself, not your debtor? For who 


but the religious teacher willing instruct, 
educate, train God’s all classes, and 
for reward, other than barely existence? 
Wise instructors, indeed, for you well know that 
when you present your bill the day reckoning, 
the Master will cash its face value, full, with 
compound interest. 

The writer again deviates from Roosevelt, not 
barring the Ministry, for was there not period 
the lives the Clergy when they sat the benches 
before the instructor and imbibed the lessons im- 
parted that school room? Perhaps, was 
those early years that the young minds, then im- 
pressionable, conceived the desire to: “Go forth 
and teach.”

Our 
scholastic authorities have understanding mu- 
sic art, and ambition acquire one. The 
spirit music expresses itself language its 
own, which our scholastic authorities are unable 
read.

That why music has 
share the general prosperity our educa- 
tional system. That why children learn neither 
read, phrase, recon, emit sounds our 
schools. That why our school children grow 
dumb. 

How are convince those authority 
our schools, that music should form organic part 
school life? Singing school should form 
exultation well means collective dis- 
cipline, for, Guizot affirmed, “music cultivates 
the soul and thus forms part the education 
people.” And Shakespeare exclaimed: 

“The man that hath music himself, Nor 
not moved with concord sweet sounds, fit for 
treasons, stratagems and spoils; The motions 
his spirit are dull night, And his affections dark 
Erebus; Let such man trusted.”

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The authories our schools not give music 
sufficient prominence the curriculum. Those 
who suggest that short daily singing lesson 
included the curriculum, are met with the em- 
phatic reply: “Out the question! Every master 
special subject—mathematics, geography, lan- 
guages,—is clamouring for extra time. one sub- 
mitted all their claims, twelve hours day would 
not suffice include all the branches learning.” 
the surface, this reasoning appears sound, but 
based false assumption. Actually, music 
like gymnastics, primarily not branch learn- 
ing, but branch education. The school, before 
everything else, should aim moulding the moral 
physical and psychic personality the child; 
preparing him for life. postponed the study 
Ancient History till had reached 20, our 
general development would not affected. But 
commence our moral training, our gymnastic 
exercises, and music practice adult age would 
lose most the benefits they should provide. 
Moral teaching means good and upright citizen- 
ship; gymnastics mean health; music 
mony and joy. make children sing daily, 
only for quarter hour, would analagous 
setting them every day, between each lesson 
even, few physical exercises. The singing 
songs would thus become natural practice with 
school-children, while singing lessons formed part 
the school These should devoted 
the study musical science, and should 
proportion the other branches learning. They 
should inculcate knowledge not singing, but 
music and how listen it. Undoubtedly 
time will come when the teaching school singing 
and music will form organic part the life 
our Catholic Schools. Once the idea compre- 
hended, its application will remain only matter 
days. The fact that our schools not more 
than one two hours week are devoted music, 
goes far show, that the word “music” has ac- 
quired entirely new significance our educa- 
tional system; has come stand for mechanical 
production rather reproduction sounds, prac- 
tice that depends exclusively imitation, and the 
end and aim which cram the child’s mind 
with certain number sentimental tunes the 
stock pattern. This why will continue 
agitation for the introduction music branch 
our educational system, and for the enlighten- 
ment our educationalists the important and 
decisive role the art should play popular educa- 
tion.

seek the dictionary the meaning the 
word hyphen, find that short dash, 
used connect the parts compound word. 
Broadening out the definition, one might call the 
hyphen connecting link. There are few things 
more necessary than connecting links whether 
treat the physical, the material, the mental, 
the spiritual world. nature, the stem the 
plant connects the blossom with the the ma- 
terial world, the live wire brings together the voices 
those actually far apart; the mental world, 
present knowledge connects past with future ex- 
perience; the spiritual world, prayer one 
the many golden links that bind man the throne 
God. ‘Thus there are connecting links every- 
where; common that many them pass unno- 
ticed, necessary that without them there would 
many chaos where with them order reigns. 

There are many such links found the 
educational world, educational hyphens that con- 
nect experience with book lore, subject with sub- 
ject, work with play, home life with school life, 
teacher with pupil. wider use these links 
might serve stabilize the knowledge the pu- 
pil well render less onerous the labor 
the teacher. While will prove advantageous 
the individual teacher find out for herself the 
particular educational hyphens that her work de- 
mands, shall consider for the benefit teachers 
general the ways which some few these 
hyphens may serve helps the road knowl- 
edge. 

Suppose take interest the first our con- 
nectives. Interest may defined excitement 
feeling accompanying special attention some ob- 
ject way acting. Not long ago, read 
unresigned article education the following 
rather forcible sentence: need not 
any new method teaching, but the live teacher 
who makes proper use the methods already exist- 


ing.” Now what does this mean not that the’ 


good teacher has interest her work, that there 
excitement feeling—not exterior action, 
mind you,—-accompanying the special attention be- 
stowed upon her pupils, upon her way im- 
parting information and their way receiving it? 
trite but true saying that “like begets like”, 
and certain that interest the part the one 
rarely fails arouse interest the part 
the one taught. equally true that pupils 
show the deepest interest learning 
need know, and the recognition this truth has 
led the system education through industry 
that prevails some our American cities. This 
system tends give children such training shall 
make them intelligent all the activities life, 
among these activities being numbered the impor- 
tant one earning living. The system has prob- 
ably been carried out more fully Gary than 
any other city. “Every child Gary, boy girl, 
has before his eyes school finely equipped work- 
shops, where may, soon old enough, 
his share the actual work running and 
keeping order the school buildings.

How different would the relations existing be- 
tween teacher and pupil were each more sympa- 
thetic! Why the classroom would become modern 
Utopia! The teacher would more tolerant 
the pupil’s aptitude for some subjects and inapti- 
tude for others, the pupil more eager lessen the 
labor the teacher repay her efforts his 
behali. 

Closely allied with this sympathy the third 
our connecting links, the changing places be- 
tween teacher and taught. Probably many class- 
room difficulty failure comes from mutual mis- 
understanding. The teacher sees thing from her 
point view and the pupil from his; neither can 
grasp the viewpoint the other. Explanations 
clear the mentality the teacher are often far 
beyond the mentality the taught. 
that appeal the one make impression the 
other. step farther and have weariness and 
acerbity the part the teacher, impatience and 
rebellion the part the taught. the teacher 
would only put herself the pupil’s place occa- 
sionally and try realize that thing simple and 
easy her may complex and difficult him; 
other words, she would only use this little hy- 
phen sympathy, much friction might avoided 
her efforts educational and these efforts might 
produce far better results. 
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The next link, following logically the changing 
places and tending strengthen well leng- 
then the educational chain, the link adaption. 
our work our environment changes must 
adapt ourselves each. one place, these dis- 
ciplinary measures will found wise; another 
piace, those. Here one way teaching required, 
there another way must followed. Adaptability 
potent factor the happiness life; saves 
from many failure and leads many success. 
enables give our lessons, whether intellec- 
tual moral, the plane those teach; these 
latter, grasping the meaning what taught, are 
usually ready assimilate the knowledge and thus 
make their own. Even the case the stupid 
the refractory pupil, adaptability often saves the 
day. causes the teacher keep step with the 
slowly moving intellect the former, suit 
herself the changing moods the latter. 

These conditions bring forth the next educational 
hyphen, that compromise. There are many 
school cases which neither teacher nor pupil may 
hope for complete victory. The school life not 
greater than the world life and this latter filled 
with compromises. Ours world give and 
take, credit and debit. Only One able fol- 
low out His will completely, and that because 
omnipotent. Human beings are essentially so- 
cial and, being social, they are interdependent. 
What true the world true the school. 
would have our pupils what want them 
do, must willing our turn yield their 
legitimate desires. teacher who arbitrary 
nagging never successful. She may succeed 
making her pupils pass creditable examinations but 
she will never help them become good men 
women. The fewer the rules, the better they will 
observed; the more obliging the teacher, the 
more responsive the pupils. This attitude implies 
weakness but rather that mingling tender- 
ness and firmness characteristic the ideal mother. 
Moreover there weapon powerful the 
hands the teacher the grateful and respectful 
love her pupils. 

render compromise effective, one 
another connecting link, the drawing out the pu- 
pils. only this process drawing out that 
one gets know their likes and dislikes, their am- 
bitions and desires, their attractions and antipa- 
thies. Giving little attention what likes 
order please pupil may, and probably will, lead 
him give attention what dislikes order 
please the teacher. Some extra help toward the 
goal pupil’s ambitions desires may the first 
stone laid the erection intellectual edifice 
destined rise lofty heights. Yielding occa- 
sionally pupil’s legitimate attractions may 
enable the teacher induce him overcome his 
illegitimate anticipathies. Moreover this drawing 
out process, tending does discover both the 
good and the bad points the pupil, shows the 
cradicated and thus helps her very great ex- 
tent her work developing the pupil’s character. 

easy way drawing out the pupil our next 
hyphen, seeking information. Dialectic not bad 
thing and Socrates displayed slight knowledge 
psychological pedagogy when taught ask- 
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ing questions, Seeking information from pupil 
not only puts him his mettle and leads him 
study that may measure the teacher’s 
opinion his knowledge, but also makes him more 
willing receive information from the teacher. 
There story told small boy who had passed 
his first day school which may serve illustrate 
this last statement. “Were you tired, Son?” asked 
his father. “No, sir.” “Did the teacher show you 
how many things?” yes, sir, she showed 
how lots things but showed her how 
catch ball.” 

Stories form very important link matters 
educational. tales, even when not alto- 
gether accurate, give the pupils concept his- 
tory living thing, story real people; text- 
books too often make not only dead but mummi 
fied. Tales heroes heroines appeal the 
nobler emotions children and stimulate the 
children themselves imitate the characters that 
they admire. There imaginary element 
stories that reaches the heart young old and 
clothes royal attire the facts often all too 
poorly clad the ordinary textbook. 

Illustrations also make serviceable educational 
hyphen. Perhaps stronger appeal can made 
the ordinary child than the one that reaches him 
through the sense vision. Many details are given 
picture that would almost unavoidably 
omitted the telling story. Then, too, the 
picture coloring and perspective beyond 
the power words depict. What sermon 
stronger than painting Bethlehem Cavalry? 
What pen-portrait potent recall the features 
one love even ordinary photograph? 

Finally there last hyphen, dovetailing, which 
might called process rather than link. This 
dovetailing the fitting different phases 
the same subject actually different subjects; 
the arranging connecting links make the 
strongest possible chain, the employing educa- 
tional hyphens form the best possible intel- 
lectual combinations. One might indeed give dove- 
tailing the technical name correlating; that 
showing the interrelation the various branches 
that are taught our schools. If, however, 
prefer think dovetailing link, might 
make the link that bears the catch and thus holds 
fastened together the other links the chain. 

Little things they are, these connecting links, 
these educational hyphens, but still slight im- 
portance. have only press them into ser- 
vice during the school years yet come order 
realize that they are allies not despised 
spite their apparent triviality. Trivial the 
foolish world seemed the acts that filled the lives 
Mary and Joseph, yet each these acts was 
link the priceless chain love that bound their 
hearts the heart Foster-Child and 
God.

First, what wrong? general, there are 
two points criticism fairly inclusive all the 
attacks that have been made upon the present sit- 
uation education this country. They are con- 
cerned with the quantity, and with the quality 
this education. regard the latter, President 
Pritchett the Annual Report, 1923, the Car- 
negie Foundation for the Advancement Teach- 
ing, says, “The disciplinary side education has 
been almost lost, and the education offered the 
school has become soft.” his report for 1922, 
gives more attention the first point criti- 
cism, namely, the time element, not neglecting the 
second, however. This quotation was read 
meeting this association last year but well 
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merits our attention this time. Quoting again 
President Pritchett. young man 
young woman who goes out from college the end 
sixteen years school training rarely knows the 
fundamental subjects which supposed have 
studied with anything like the thoroughness that 
the graduate the German Gymnasium, the 
French Lycee, from English Public School, 
like Eton Harrow. these sixteen years the 
student has tasted many dishes. has been 
guest many tables. Rarely has come under 
inspiring and earnest teacher. knows almost 
nothing intellectual discipline, and neither able 
the mood bend himself heartily and effec- 
tively sharp intellectual task—No nation can 
continue offer sixteen years preparatory educa- 
tion its students, this superficial sort, and meet 
its needs educational training. the work 
education were rightly done, such time ought 
required. nation can afford turn its trained 
men their professions late life are 
coming do. question four years can 
dropped out this program with advantage the 
cause education and the interest the people 
and their children—How adjust our educa- 
tional pyramid task Hercules, but that which 
seek education will not accomplished until 
this problem resolutely faced.” 


the purpose this paper offer concrete 
suggestions for beginning this task adjustment, 
laying particular emphasis the question the 
time element. 

present the individual who climbs the edu- 
cational ladder the top ordinarily spends eight 
years the grades, four High School, and foor 
college, sixteen years all; sixteen years gen- 
eral edocation, before beginning professional study. 
Now, true that because the experience

tion sufficient preparation for professional study 
the same true this country? careful 
analysis the respective situations reveals that 
this means the case Here permit 
call your attention the title this paper.

The educational systems the European countries 
are not constructed the ladder style. would 
more proper speak their systems the 
double-track variety. The analogy faulty since 
all trains run the same direction, but helpful

ing and art. The difference between them 
will take same that which Cardinal New- 
man draws between scientific writing and literature. 
“Science,” says, with things, literature 
with thoughts; science universal literature 
personal; science uses words merely symbols, 
but literature uses language its full compass, 
including phraseology, idiom, style composition, 
rhythm, eloquence, and whatever properties are in- 
cluded it.” (Idea University; Longmans, 
Green Co., New York, 1898, Any one who 
wants follow Newman’s distinction closer 
might read the whole paragraph from which 
quote, well the very fine paragraph that fol- 
lows. need but substitute “drawing” for sci- 
“art” for literature” and “form 
etc. for and its properties” and are 
clear the distinction wish make. course, 
art mean graphic art and not art its widest 
extension. Now may objected that drawing 
often rises the dignity art and support the 
names such men and Holbein may 
adduced whose drawings are immortal art. How- 
ever, even here can theory, though only 
theory, separate the technical hand-and-eye part 
from the personal life touch; the drawing from 
the art. 
There branch, wide branch, drawing, called 
constructive drawing, used represent all kinds 
structural objects. therefore most closely 


related carpentry, cabinet making, pattern mak- 


ing, machine building, etc. The thorough under- 
standing this kind drawing demands that the 
student actual contract with the construction 
department least with the object draw- 
ing. 

Simple architectural constructive drawing well 
elementary problems that prepare the mind 
the student for engineering can introduced with 
profit into the high school.

What keeps many 
classes from attaining this the neglect rapid 
sketching exercises. Some teachers may say,” 
takes more time than now have get the class 
even the required regular plates; where, then, 
will get time for more?” But the fact that 
those teachers who prepare their students for each 
regular plate simple drill 
sketched, will make them see clearly what the reg- 
ular problem means and can tell from the drill work 
whether they are able succeed the regular 
plate. This drill work done very cheap paper 
and most the problems not take more than 
five minutes. Such preparatory drills really save 
much time and material, insure much more satis- 
factory work and, typical problems chosen, 


put the pupil relation with many the struc- 
tural uses drawing. 

Drawing also enters considerably into the natural 
sciences. the high school science studies illus- 
trations are required: general science. biology, 
chemistry, physics. The teachers these 
subjects are delighted when they see their students 
illustrating their work with clear, correct 
especially so, when complex drawings are quickly 
and well executed and even color facts truthfully 
given, when wild rose butterfly drawn 
and colored from real specimen. And when not 
only few gifted pupils but large majority the 
drawing students show such ability the usefulness 
and helpfulness the drawing courses evident. 

The drawing department may not find time 
include its program map drawing for students 
geography, history, commerce science but the 
regular drawing courses grammar high 
school give facility for map drawing. This was 
clearly seen during the world war when those who 
had learned the regular high school drawing made 
such fine success the map work the Army 
Students’ Training Camps. course, the drawing 
department might give some special lessons this 
line when needed. But when there merely ques- 
tion occasional exercises, such as, marking the 
course opposing armies during campaign, 
showing areas certain products, charting the 
rainfall, etc., would better have the student 
“trace” all the given data the map furnish 
him with copy and then let him work his problem 
it. personality developed and much pre- 
cious time lost elaborate drawing projects 
that have neither esthetic nor artistic value. 

The studies which drawing and art combine 
and are inseparable conected are principally archi- 
tecture, the art-crafts, and advertising. all 
these lettering requisite. Fine lettering it- 
self composite drawing and art. the il- 
luminated manuscript, the memorial tablet, 
the fine poster architecture, even simple en- 
gineering lettering, soon have that ex- 
quisite personal touch, that tasteful arrangement, 
that rhythm; word, beauty, have art. 

Architecture wide and fine field for the high 
school art student; most communities are rich 
examples fine buildings that can visited and 
their style and beauty discussed and used many 
ways for problem material. Good prints and lan- 
tern slides can used bring knowledge and ap- 
preciation the wonderful world-famous buildings 
the high school student. 

art-craftwork unlimited are the ap- 
plications affords for decorative work. Too often 
teachers exercise their students mere abstract 
ornament. They seem not realize that ornamen- 
tal drawing can nearly always related its pur- 
pose and that here correlation not merely coun- 
sel but command. class for example set busy 
drawing conventional fish and the poor fish 
when drawn has place where “fit in”, 
raison d’étre. Why not take the class the neigh- 
boring aquarium show them picture and 
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having pointed out the frieze and explained the es- 
sentials concerning it, set the problem decorating 
with conventional fish? 

Advertising and art are also intimately related. 
Artists the highest repute sometimes give them- 
selves poster-work; g., during the world war, 
Frank Branywyn and Joseph Pennell. The poster, 
its wording, its color, its illustrations, close 
life. born the interest advertises. The 
students’ crude, illustrated posters that give zest 
the high school bulletin board, poor though they 
drawing, have sometimes more art them 
than certain objective paintings the local art gal- 
leries. Those youthful high school artist are all 
alive with enthusiasm for the play, the “big game” 
whatever else they are advertising and they often 
show keen genius for poster psychology. 
best draw the student’s poster problems, 
his English composition themes from his own 
experience; then easier lead him beyond the 
little field school life and the school bulletin 
board into the great world advertising from 
which may draw problems infinitum. 

Art also related, though somewhat remotely, 
literature, for all forms art have certain laws 
and common. Hence when person 
has ability for one form art nearly always has 
strong power appreciation for the others, 
Goethe, for example, was lover art 
devotedly even beyond his thirtieth year 
when finally reconciled himself the idea that 
could not artist; and did not Millet read 
Virgil and draw thence poetry and pathos for 
his pleasant pictures. The intelligent and successful 
high school art student will relish literary mas- 
terpiece and the young student writer will natural- 
stop contemplate and enjoy well composed 
and convincing work art. Now, the nature 
things the arts show such affinity, education 
must take advantage it. Accordingly problems 
might given that connect with the literary clas- 
sics that are being studied the time; such as, 
book cover design for “Macbeth”, extract 
from Kempis fine decorative lettering, char- 
acteristic pictorial headings end pieces for the 
chapters Ivanhoe, poster contest for real 
supposed performance from Hamlet. course, 
the work must high school grade; problems 
implying knowledge artistic anatomy de- 
scriptive geometry must not attempted. Where 
there good understanding between teachers, 
the art teacher might give occasional lecture il- 
lustrated slides prints some art subject 
the English class which they would take the 
basis Such themes as, Appreciation 
Van Dyke The Art Murillo would answer well, 
especially series “true” prints relating 
the subject left display and the student 
required some additional reading and, above 
all, give his personal appreciation. The picture 
studies that are successfully carried our 
primary and grammar grades should considered 
only preparatory for similar work higher 
grade the high school student whose mind has 
expanded and whose hunger for art greater. For 
the students poetry the study poetic landscape 
artists very helpful; few fine Corot, Inness, 
Keith reproductions, not originals, would not 
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fail acquaint them closer with the spirit 
poery. 

Like poetry, music has great affinity for art. 
This could hardly better illustrated than the 
personality Heinrich Wackenroder whose rare 
work, Die Herzensergiessungen eines kunstlieben- 
den Klosterbruders (The Heart-effusions Art- 
loving Cloister-brother) among the most native, 
pure and sublime expressions passionate devo- 
tion art and music the same soul. Now, 
said above, the true educator very careful not 
disregard nature. nature associates the love 
art and music, will find means profit there- 
though this may not seem easy the case 
literature and art because music almost es- 
sentially abstract. Yet, rhythm, graduation, mood, 
points contact between music and art? 


associating art and religion the Catholic 
high school—what more appropriate? what more 
easy effective. Catholic education all its 
stages can better than follow its mistress, 
the Catholic Church, whose houses worship have 
all the ages its existence been beritable shrines 
art and such powerful means which 
inspire and elevate the faithful and not less 
teach religion. The high school, then, has only 
adapt this method the age and peculiar temper 
its students. Besides the sacred images that

Would not 
drawn more closely his parish church and its 
priests working out design for supposed new 
altar rail, main entrance, pulpit?

This condition explains the instinctive lying down ani- 
mals rest after eating. Pupils and teachers alike will 
therefore benefited following their natural inclina- 
tion resting for short time after eating. The drink- 
ing pure, cool water after during meals also 
recommended softens and divides the food, in- 
creasing its digestibility.

The 
Greek acceptation formulated Plato worthy 
admiration: “The purpose education 
give body and soul all the beauty and all the 
perfection which they are The Roman 
definition, according Cicero, “To honor and 
strengthen the State, that her sons and daughters 
may become the rulers the world.” Free Ameri- 
says, “Education gradual adjustment the 
spiritual possessions the race.” Distinguishing 
between the two great results education, 
modern educator says, “Learning acquaintance 
with what others have felt, thought, and done; 
knowledge what ourselves have felt, thought, 
and done. The aim should rouse, strengthen, 
and illumine the mind, rather than store with 
learning.” 

stating the aim education the author sounds 
note warning against storing the mind with 
book-learning, rather than exercising and applying 
knowledge gained for the purpose arousing dor- 
mant possibilities, strengthening mental gym- 
nastics, and quickening and purifying the powers 
the understanding, that the light truth, like 
the light star, may not only illumine the mind 
the recipient but also radiate that light all 
directions. 

During the past century the philosophy educa- 
tion has sounded the same note repeatedly. has 
set forth many lofty and beautiful ideals, embody- 
ing the purposes and aims education clearly, 
that all who read carefully, must see 
stand. The thinking minds who evolved philoso- 
phy such this, belonged men vision. Their 
dwelling was the mountain-top, and their out- 
look embraced the present, the past, and the future. 

Realizing that the new form government 
adopted our Constitution was the result the 
popular will, due course time, education the 
masses became paramount importance, order 
that this nation free-born citizens might char- 
acterized intelligence worthy the noble 
ideal which had been proclaimed the world 
the joyful ringing the Liberty Bell. The very 
first aim then, public education these United 
States was give the State good 
citizens, and society, desirable members. Equal 
rights and privileges imposed imperative duty 
all the states all their power provide 
opportunity for universal education. The little red 
schoolhouse sprang magic all the in- 
habited districts, and before many years, regular 
system public free schools came into existence, 
supported public taxation, and encouraged 
all lovers learning. 

The curriculum the early days was necessarily 
restricted, and embraced the three R’s, grammar 
the upper grades, and the reading the Bible. 
Textbooks were scarce and very poor from the 


standpoint modern ideals and up-to-date school- 
book publishers. brief description one the 
early primary books may prove interesting, even 
amusing. consisted single page containing 
the alphabet, the numerals, and the Lord’s Prayer, 
which was pasted thin board neatly 
covered with translucent horn. One end the 
board had crude handle through which was hole 
large enough admit string means which, 
could hung around the neck, attached 


the girdle. The poet Cowper thus described it: 
“Neatly secured from being soiled torn, 
Beneath pane thin translucent horn, 
book (to please tender age 
called book, though but single page), 
Presents the prayer the Saviour deigned teach 
Which children use, and they preach.”

Through the influence Horace Mann, Secretary 
the Massachusetts State Board Education 
1837, training school was opened Lexington 
1839. The course was academic the 
students who presented themselves were lacking 
fundamental requirements. Mann served this 
capacity for twelve years, and before resigning his 
position become Congressman, had the hap- 
piness laying the foundation the real Normal 
School, now familiar all. recognized 
the first great American school organizer, and 
often called the Father the Common School 
System the United States. His purpose and aim 
effecting educational reform required clear 
vision, deep thinking, determined will the face 
opposition, constancy purpose despite the dis- 
couragement and bitter animosity which often as- 
sailed him, self-denial, wonderful capacity for 
labor together with fixed resolution Un- 
qualified success crowned his manifold labors,—the 
consolidation small schools, the elevation 
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standards teaching, the extension the school 
term, the establishment school libraries, the ex- 
pansion and enrichment the school curriculum, 
and the enforcement milder discipline. also 
brought about the secularization schools which 
completely excluded the religious element from 
public education, and eliminated the use the 
Bible and all religious literature. drew much 
his inspiration and many his ideas school 
reform from materialistic sources while Ger- 
many, where made special study schools 
and school-systems. 

Since the days Horace Mann, conceptions 
education have been somewhat modified. The 
reasons are obvious. Our development nation 
has been nothing short marvelous: steam elec- 
tricity, and machinery have revolutionized the in- 
dustrial world; time and space have been set 
nought wonderful inventions; travel land, 
sea, and the air, measured hours and 
minutes, place weeks and days olden 
time. The problems naturally arising from changed 
conditions call for men possessed keen business 
knowledge, industrial skill, and executive capacity, 
and the task preparing young aspirants for the 
opportunities offered, has many 
tered the course study. 

The influence the European schools philo- 
sophy the eighteenth-nineteenth centuries was 
far reaching, and along the 80’s, our educational 
theories began swayed, (1) the psycholo- 
gical spirit Pestalozzi who looked upon educa- 
tion the harmonious development all the hu- 
man powers. His guide was the observation 
psychical activities, and his method procedure 
was according nature’s laws, namely, that all 
knowledge obtained through the senses the 
self-activity the child, and instruction based 
upon his experience, observation, intuition; (2) 
the scientific spirit Herbart who formulated 
the Pestalozzian principles, and explained how 
sense perception converted into clear conception 
apperception; (3) the sociological spirit 
Froebel manifested the kindergarten his Gitts 
and Occupations which formed the bases his 
mathematical, manual, and creative activities. These 
conceptions gave entirely new sig- 
nificance which was the main, social. 

That the public education our day thorough- 
imbued with these principles, one will deny. 
That there exists the present time feeling 
general dissatisfaction and state unrest along 
the lines educational endeavor, all who are 
position know, will admit. Have these educa- 
principles been operation long enough 
tested the full? Have they been found want- 
ing the very essentials that their inception 
gave such glowing promise? 

Let religious teachers remember that the 
systems philosophy which underlie the very 
foundation the modern system education are 
admixture materialism, atheism, agnosticism, 
evolved and promul- 
gated John Locke the English School, Jean 
Jacques Rousseau the French School, and Johann 
Immanual Kant the German School. These 
names and the isms they connote, show how far 
from God’s truth and certainty, philosophers may 


wander, when trying solve the problems 
knowledge the light human reason alone with- 
out reference the Alpha and Omega all knowl- 
edge. deep study the nature the child, his 
instincts and impulses, how will act response 
certain stimuli, his formation habits, his psy- 
chological approaches,—all these have been consi- 
dered from purely natural standpoint working 
out our system education. 


In. order form correct estimate education 
judged the light actualities, one must use 
norm standard measurement which will show 
clearly the aims well the result. Acknowl- 
edged leaders educational circles have from time 
time, many words the various aims edu- 
cation. The masses formulate aim their own, 
—the ability earn respectable livelihood. The 
classes step two higher and aim cultural 
and social but all times the first and 
general aim has been, develop harmoniously all 
the human powers, that is, educate the whole 
child physically, mentally, and morally. Let 
subject these phases the balance and see they 
found wanting. 


One our social inheritances the Athenian 
ideal education, viz., cultured soul grace- 
ful, symmetrical Modern education has not 
been slow recognize the fact, that even from 
utilitarian standpoint, the curriculum ought give 
prominence physical education that would aim, 
first, conserve the health and physical vigor 
the American people means formative exer- 
cises through directed movements for correct posi- 
tion standing, sitting, walking; for correct 
for grace movement which will give 
benefit every part the body; giving suit- 
able bodily expression the emotions, and for the 
recreational advantages offered all kinds gym- 
nastic exercises, sports, and games; second, in- 
vigorate the brain wearied with mental effort 
freer circulation the blood, and deeper breath- 
ing incited physical exercise; third, develop 
individual power overcome unexpected obstacles 
the spur the moment. order have this 
course part the school program, the time ele- 
ment must taken into consideration and suit- 
able place, equipment, and instructors provided for 
the exercises. How worthy and admirable from 
every viewpoint! Millions dollars must forth- 
coming for the purpose, and least one hour week- 
must taken from already full program. 
Parents must sacrifice time and money that their 
children may enjoy all these advantages; and now 
expedite and the same time give fair es- 
timate results, let draw our line and add. 
easy way sum means the questionaire 
now commonly used.

calls from his early and diligent reading ad- 
vertisements the impression allofless left 
the pictures which firms sent out their establish- 
ments. There was the King Cole Clothing Com- 
pany, for instance: handsome five-story pressed- 
brick building, with never house hut around. 
used seem every such concern must oc- 
cupy charming five hundred acre field its own: 
mistaken idea, ever there was one. Now the 
teaching literature quite likely leave simi- 
lar point view unless something drastic done. 
Shakespeare will stand corner himself, and 
Thackeray will not within day’s reach his 
brother authors. The whole story English litera- 
ture may come resemble country tombstones, 
each its plot, rather than land living men, one 
whom has shaken hands with the other, teach- 
ing, helping and inspiring. 

Here not mean much the fact that 
author must seen relationship with his age 
and social conditions. Modern method has stressed 
this point strongly that the significance such 
relatioship probably exaggerated. course 
historical background has its importance; but one 
may reasonably doubt that student’s appreciation 
“The Ancient Mariner” intensified any large 
extent acquaintance with lot detail about 
Coleridge and the French Revolution, Coleridge 
and parliamentary government the nineteenth 
century. The point wish make rather that 
one author should the means introducing the 
student other authors, and that the literary im- 
pulse which felt should seen, not belonging 
him alone, but shared the group men 
whom belonged. Only this way can writing 
made seem living, moving, creative activity 
which deals with the common life. And since ex- 
amples are always more useful than world 
talk, the rest this brief essay will simply 
example. 

The style Robert Louis Stevenson matter 
about which any teacher can optimistic. And 
yet, when everything possible has been said about 
diligent aping and forth, remains true that 
there are two RLS styles, one which may seen 
Markheim and the other which plainly vis- 
ible the Open Letter Dr. Hyde. The second 
these ever much more personal, direct and 
emotional than the indeed, after little study 
you come the conclusion that the Open Letter 
all Stevenson, while Markheim partly somebody 
else. Why this true? What can explain the dif- 
ference—the obvious but fundamental difference— 
between the two selections? 

The answer sought from literary 
promenade. The teacher knows that both theme 
and title Stevenson’s story have been suggested 
German romance, that the Tales Hoffman are 
the background, and that the style has some 
the richness and mystery the Rhineland litera- 
ture. But explain all this young pupils would 
lead too far afield, and can hurried over. 
The Open Letter, however, involves such danger. 
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Here the cirmustances are all such that interest- 
ing hour two are immediate prospect. There 
the letter: how did Stevenson, the most popular 
story-teller his time, come write it? may 
observe first all that went work with un- 
usual enthusiasm. His family was solemnly called 
together nad asked consent the composition, 
because there was danger legal suit being 
brought the party attacked, and legal suits are 
always dangerous and expensive.

Perhaps, how- 
ever, never saw these virtues made real the 
flesh until his trip the South Seas brought him 
contact with the work and memory Father 
Damien. Stevenson never met the priest, but other 
people supplied quantity information. 
indeed, would not have known the story Molokai 
and the man who had given his life it? That 
such hero could attacked unjustly and vicious- 
made Stevenson indignant, because was foul 
slander what loved best life—heroism and 
unselfish sacrifice. Therefore the style the Open 
Letter burns and blazes.

General Council has the supreme jurisdiction the 
whole Church. From the judgment the Roman Pontiff 
speaking “ex cathedra,” there appeal the General 
Council. The decrees General Council are not defi- 
nitely binding until they have been confirmed the pope, 
and promulgated his order. pope dies during 
General Council, interrupted until his successor orders 
continued. 

Definition General Council—A General ecumeni- 
cal Council one which the Pope, presiding person, 
represented his legaate and the bishops assemble 
deliberate and pronounce judgment doctrine 
discipline. 

General Councils are not absolutely necessary, for 
General Council has greater doctrinal administrative 
authority than the Pope alone when speaking ca- 
threda.” 

HERESY, SCHISM, EXCOMMUNICATION. 
Definition and Derivation Heresy.—Heresy derived 
from the Greek word, meaning choice, selec- 
tion, and its application religious belief, used

Formal Heresy that which the will freely inclines 
the intellect adhere tenets declared false the 
Divine teaching authority the Church. Some the 
impelling motives formal heresy may intellectual 
pride, exaggerated reliance one’s own insight; the 
illusions religious zeal; the allurements political 
ecclesiastical power; the ties material interest. Formal 
heresy imputable the person, and carries with 
varying degree guilt. called formal heresy, be- 
cause the material adds the informative element 
“freely-willed.” Pertinatity, that is, obstinate adhes:on 
particular tenet required make heresy formal. 

Degrees Heresy.—Pertinacious adhesion doctrine 
contradictory point faith clearly defined the 
Church heresy pure and simple, heresy the first 
degree. But the doctrine question has not been ex- 
pressly“defined” not clearly proposed article 
faith the ordinary authorized teaching the Church, 
opinion opposed called, opinion approaching 
heresy. 

Gravity the Sin Heresy.—Heresy sin because 
its nature, destructive the Christian virtue 
faith.

made the Church are condemned our Lord’s own 
words, “If will not hear the Church, let him thee 
the heathen publican.” St. Matt. XVIII., 17. 

Two the most evident truths the deposit faith, 
are, the unity the Church, and the institution teach- 
ing authority maintain that unity. That unity exists 
the Catholic Church, and preserved the function 
her teaching body, divinely commissioned the words 
Christ Himself His Apostles and their lawful suc- 
cessors, “Go, ye, therefore teach all nations, teaching 
them observe alf things whatsoever have commanded 
you, and behold, with you all days even the con- 
summation the world.” St. Matt. XXVIII, 18, 19, 20. 
Hence, the constitution the Church, there room 
for private judgment, sorting essentials from non-essen- 
tials; any such selections disturbs the unity and challenges 
the Divine authority the Church. the guilt 
measured,, not much its subject matter, 
its formal principle, which the same all heresies, 
namely, revolt against Divinely constituted authority, 
“He that despises you, despises says Christ Him- 
self His Apostles and their lawful successors. 

Difference Between Heresy and Apostasy.—The apos- 
tate from the faith abandons wholly the faith Christ, 
either embracing Judaism, Islamism, Paganism, 
simply falling into naturalism, and complete neglect 
religion.

The Church guided her treatment heretics, 
distinguishing between formal and material heretics. 
the former only does she apply these terrible words, 
“Most firmly hold and way doubt that every heretic 
schismatic have part with the devil and his angels 
the flames eternal fire, unless before the end his 
life incorporated with and restored the Catholic 
Church. 

Towards material heretics she ruled the saying 
St. Augustine, “Those are means accounted 
heretics, who not defend their false and perverse opin- 
ions with pertinacious zeal, especially when their error 
not the fruit audacious presumption, but has been com- 
municated them seduced and lapsed parents, and 
when they are the truth with cautious solicitude 
bishops Italy (1863) states this same Catholic doctrine 
saying, “It known and You that they who 
are invincible ignorance concerning our religion, but 
observe the natural law,........ and are ready obey 
God, and lead honest and righteous life, can, with the 
help Divine light and grace attain eternal life...... 
punished who not willingly guilty.”

St. Jerome says, heresy and schism there 
this difference, that heresy perverts dogma, while, 
schism, rebillion against the bishop, separates from the 
Church. Nevertheless there schism which does not 
trump heresy justify its departure from the 
Church.” St. Augustine declares, “By false doctrines 
cerning God, heretics wound faith, iniquitous dissen- 
tions, schismatics deviate from fraternal charity, although 
they believe what believe.” But St. Jerome re- 
nearly always hand hand; schism leads almost in- 
variably denial the papal primacy.

Right the Church society 
has the right exclude and deprive their rights and 
social advantages its unworthy grievously guilty mem- 
bers, either temporarily permanently. Therefore, the 
Church’s right excommunicate, based her status 
Spiritual society, whose members governed legiti- 
mate authority seek one and the same end through 
means. Members, who their obstinate disobedience 
reject the means attaining this common end, justly in- 
cur excommunication. The power the Church ex- 
communicate proved from texts the New Testament, 
the example the Apostles and the practice the 
Church from the first ages. Our Blessed Lord’s own 
words are clear this subject, “And will not hear 
the Church, let him thee the heathen and the 
publican.” St. Matt. St. Paul excommuni- 
cated the criminal Corinthians. Once the “forum exter- 
num” public ecclesiastical tribunal 
separated from the “forum sacramentale” tribunal 
the sacrament penance, which was from about the ninth 
century on, excommunication became gradually ever 
more powerful means spiritual government, secure 
the exact acccomplishment the laws the Church.

munication, but the Congregation the Holy Office 
January 1884 formally ratified the conclusion canonists 
that minor excommunication longer existed.

Excommunication jure," “by law” incurred two 
ways, first, as soon as the offense is committed, and by 
reason the offense itself (co ipso) without intervention 
any ecclesiastical judge; recognized the terms 
used the legislator, for example,” the culprit will 
excommunicated once the fact itself (statim, ipso 
facto). In the second the excommunication is inflicted on 
the culprit only by a judicial sentence, that is, the guilty 
one incurs excommunication only when the judge has sum- 
moned him before his tribunal, declared him guilty, and 
punished him according the terms the law.

Character Early Religious Teaching 


agree that religion remain abiding and 

decisive influence throughout life, religious instruc- 
tion must begun early stage. Delay may actually 
prove fatal. religious innstruction unduly postponed 
religion can never acquire that dominating and all per- 
vading position life which reason its vital and 
paramount importance should possess. Religion means 
fundamental orientation life and such orientation must 
begin the earliest possible moment. The first outlook 
life should tinged with religion; then will always 
retain distinctly religious tone and lasting religious 
coloring. 

Psychology this matter our side. fully sup- 
ports the position which the Church has taken. With 
much justice, Dr. Francis Hall remarks: “Neither the 
impartinng definite Christian doctrine, the light 
which alone true religion can practiced, nor the 
training the specific practices religion, can safely 
deferred beyond the preadolescent and formative period. 
any determinative lines religious education fail 
carried pari passu with the development the child’s 
mind and habits from the start, opportunities will lost 
which are God-given, and which will never again 
favorable for lasting results. Psychology appears fur- 
nish the explanation. The impressions received child- 
hood are peculiarly deep and abiding. The mind then 
tabula rasa, and the memory especially tenacious. 
Religious principles are apprehended their more ele- 
mentary content and bearing with attentiveness and 
intuitive certainty rarely,, ever, experienced again the 
same degree. And this the pyschological aspect the 
law laid down Christ with regard children, that “of 
such the kingdom heaven.” And experience shows 
that this due partly their innocence, freedom from 
the spiritual dullness vision which later and worldly 
sophistication brings; partly their powers memory, 
which make the truths and practical principles learned 
childhood the ones most certain recalled the later 
crises spiritual experience; and partly the law that 
the things which first gain possession the human mind 
are apt retain such possession forever—often recovering 
determinative influence even after being pushed beneath 
the threshold consciousness worldly cares and soph- 
istications. The child-believer possesses anchor the 
windward the pull which will avail when the storms 
mature life blow themselves out.” (Religious Education 
the Young, Anglican Theological Review, May, 
1924.) 

This general principle would apply more particu- 
lar case. early religious teaching exerts decisive in- 
fluence the entire outlook life and the orientation 
life, then doubt also the peculiar quality this 
teaching will have some special and farreaching import- 
ance. The quality the teaching understand 
depends the stress and emphasis which placed 
certain elements rather than others. can 
assume various aspects according the different ways 
which placed before the child. Having many 
phases, one may placed stronger relief than an- 
other and this course will very much alter the impres- 
sion which the child receives. have mind two types 
religion; the genial, attractive and winsome type and 
the stern, austere and severe type. Religion can made 
attractive and can rendered forbidding. This 
entirely matter emphasis. There are those who de- 
light presenting religion its severer aspects. They 
stress the inhibitions which places upon conduct; they 
dwell the restraints which imposes; they enlarge 
the sacrifices which demands and accentuate the pun- 
ishments which threatens. There truth 
but may onesidedly and disproportionately empha- 
sized. that case have the stern and severe type 
religion. Aptly may called the religion fear. 
There type mind which this phase religion 
makes distinct and strong appeal. some families 
constantly cultivated. Experience, however, tells 
that most instances where children have been reared 
this kind religion, they become disaffected towards re- 
ligion and later life give ecclesiatical affiliations and 
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abandon religious practices. The religion fear fails 
take deep root the heart the child. would con- 
clude, therefore, that inn the earliest teaching the fear 
element should not placed the foreground nor 
allowed dominate the whole perspective. The child 
not naturally rebellious the law and consequently 
need not approached with terrible threats awful 
punishment. Rather than religious fear would have 
religious reverence instilled into its heart. 

Modern psychological research has discovered that 
fear dangerous emotion that may readily result 
grave mental maladjustments. Occasionally come 
across cases mental disorder and psychic disturbances 
that clearly have their root distorted religious notions. 
all these cases the bottom the trouble lies 
some overwhelming dread that upsets the mental equi- 
librium. fear pushed extremes that has produced 
such sad results. might not difficult trace mental 
disorders this type religious instruction that has 
given unwarranted emphasis the fear element reli- 
gion. Many never get over the evil effects such teach- 
ing. Through their whole life they carry with them 
burden anxiety that weighs heavily upon them and 
makes their life real misery. sometimes happens 
that the child’s imagination filled with the most terrify- 
ing pictures the teacher religion. This serious 
mistake. Religion not intended strike terror into 
hearts. surely not meant fill the mind the child 
with anticipations dread. 

the early teaching, accordingly, religion should not 
chiefly associated with the emotion fear. This note 
must only touched lightly. doubt, due and 
proper perspective the awful retributions that befall the 
wicked may exhibited the view the child. But 
the childish gaze must not permitted become actu- 
ally fascinated the horrors the terrible penalties 
that are meted out the transgressor. terrify 
always poor pedagogics, especially know that the 
keen edge fear wears off very quickly and becomes 
dulled. strange but invariable observation that 
the motive fear, however powesful momentarily, has 
abiding and lasting force. unwise appeal 
this motive almost exclusively. should therefore not 
teach religion way that mainly appears 
thing that injects fear and that essentially connected 
with terrible and dread inspiring associations. not 
intend take the fear element out religious teaching 
because has legitimate and useful function, but 
warn against disproportionately emphasising this one 
phase the neglect and detriment others which are 
equally important and more calculated gain affection 
and win the heart. 

Religion also has its brighter sides and well 
bring these the attention the child. Taken all all, 
religion much more promise than threat. rather 
draws men than drive them. uses the goad only when 
the gentle invitation remains unheeded. cannot 
forced, they must won. that what religion 
trying do, especially with regard children. wishes 
gain them its sweetness and its love eliciting capaci- 
ty.. consequence, this phase that should 
chiefly stressed the early teaching childhood. 

The strongest motive which man responds love. 
exerts power that equalled other motive. 
reinforced religion becomes conquering power 
which nothing can resist. The wise educator will take 
pains stimulate this motive preference the motive 
fear. will make religion appear something that 
will fill the heart with love, enthusiasm and absolute loyal- 
ty. This can done stressing those elements reli- 
gion that are calculated arouse the passion love. 
God described the benevolent father and supreme 
benefactor rather than the stern and inexorable judge, the 
heart the little child will out love Him. will 
delight doing what pleases Him. will dread offend 
Him anything which might incur His 
displeasure. 

all matter emphasis; but important results 
depend upon the right way approach. When insist 
that Christianity presented religion love 
are full accord with the Scriptures. true that the 
Lord points out the fearful penalties that follow the sin- 
ner, but they not loom overshadowingly large.

with untruthfulness. Most children lie; but 
sometimes hear said that certain children are 
“congenital liars.” But ever hear that said 
any particularly child, are tempted say our- 
selves, will pay look carefully into the mat- 
ter.

Children may learn lie, home, the street, 
school. But liars are made, not born.... and 
sometimes, alas, teachers make them. all know 
the old story the irate father, who, whipping his 
was giving his son good lesson lying that 
moment, the lesson bodily fear. 

Whenever child caught lie, the first cue 
for the teacher get the child see that the 
misdeed about which lying, matter how bad, 
not bad the lying about it; any rate, 
only makes worse. 

laziness trait some our little individu- 
als? Perhaps, whatever methods the world may 
supplied with liars, there really such thing 
congenital laziness. But the child victim 
that disease, can cured. And, after all, may 
not indeed lazy all. may fatigued. Di- 
sease, toxious, poisons the nervous system, will 
produce fatigue spirit that may look like lazi- 
ness dullness sulleness, all these put to- 
gether. Such toxius not only retard the training 
child new habits energy and enterprise, but 
retard also the breaking old habits. “When vi- 
tality reduced, old nerve paths lack resistance, 
new paths offer resistance.” the health-card 
may definite guide the study and develop- 
ment individuality. good rule for dealing with 
both the lazy and the sullen child “wake him, 
don’t shake him” out his lethargy. 

let take the natural curiosity inquisi- 
tiveness boy girl. That trait common 
all, but still especially marked some individual 
pupils that remarked upon. There human 
trait that can better utilized than this the right 
beginning made, the right method attach em- 
ployed. But that right beginnig never made 
shutting off child’s questioning with impatience 
evasion. teacher should never too busy too 
preoccupied respond the natural inquisitive- 
ness pupil—of course, within the bounds or- 
der and discipline. She should, rather, welcome the

Education, the same writer tells us, “must 
adjusted utilize and make the most the

The first thing find out is, why that child can- 
not spell. Perhaps this case mental weari- 
ness, inattentoin growing out fatigue debili- 
ty. such the case, imagine the condition 
that child, aggravated debility and increased fa- 
tigue, the time has had “write the word one 
hundred times the Think that 
little mind and those little arms subjected such 
disciplining! Individuality child often mur- 
dered this way worse still, perverted. 

Incidentally, might mentioned here that 
spelling, like other lessons, can used directly 
our little individual. better 
more concrete lesson can found, the doing 
thing “right, because right,” than spelling. 
word spelled right only when spelled right, 
and not alone because the teacher says so, be- 
cause others so. child can brought 
apprehend this, understand that there such 
thing absolute, outside and above the teacher’s 
authority—an absolute which the teacher only rep- 
resents.

IX. The Laws Association and Method. 
our last lesson saw that effective aid 
memory was establish numerous associations. 
These associations may kinds, accord- 


ing the way which they are made. psychol- 


ogy they are called the Laws Association. 
have associations similarity, where two unrelated 
ideas are brought into the focus consciousness 
the recognition similarity existing between 
present idea and one which had previously passed 
through consciousness. For example, new process 
percentage being taught. Children remember 
similar processes they have learned decimal frac- 
tions. the children not remember, the teacher 
will revive the old knowlerge and link with the 
new lesson. 

Another, the negative phase similarity, asso- 
ciation contrast difference. say black, its 
opposite white called up. geography this law 
helps fix many facts otherwise too uninteresting 
for instance, the configuration and physi- 
cal features different countries. 

Association contiguity would embrace asso- 
ciation act with place, scene with its set- 
ting, dates with events, cuontries and their products, 
the verbal memorization poetry prose. This 
perhaps the most mechanical and least reasonable 
associations, but employed very profitably 
where would difficult establish other rela- 
tionships. 

The most valuable all the teaching process 
association cause and effect. The child made 
see relationships—he reasons. Knowledge thus 
gained becomes vital, permanent and truly educa- 
tive, because the fruit the child’s mental ac- 
tivity. used best advantage the teaching 
history and civics the upper grammar and high 
school grades. 

Educators have devised type forms lessons 
which establish direct lines association between 
separate lines information. the Herbartian 
steps the process association takes place the 
comparison abstraction. 

Enlisting the Adaptive Instincts Aids 
Method. 

The instincts are God-given aids acquire 
edge and the good teacher recognizes this fact and 
enlists them whenever and wherever possible. Play, 
curiosity, imitation, and constructiveness have been 
instrumental teaching the child many things be- 
fore arrived school age; and emulation, pug- 
nacity, the collecting instinct, and ownership must 
called upon help the teacher interest the child 
his studies once the novelty going school 
has worn off. 

The educational value play has been recognized 
but tardily educators. And yet play the child’s 
spontaneous own means devel- 
opment. Froebel had some conception this pow- 
erful educational factor but did not understand the 
workings the child’s mind well enough apply 
efficiently. expected too much the child. 
His symbolism was far-fetched and his method 
formal and artificial many ways. The present day 
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Kindergarten lays more stress real play and less 
intricate “occupations.” fact, the primary 
school teacher has converted much the grade 
work into interesting play, that children learn 
their lessons easily the rhythmic games the 
street playground. have reading, arithmetic, 
and language games help the first and second 
graders over the drudgery laying the foundations 
the three R’s. Very often this carried too far. 
The teacher under-estimates the child’s powers and 
desire for real work and deprives him the satis- 
faction and intellectual development attendant 
surmounting real difficulties. Modern educators are 
apt err the side too much play. They make 
the path knowledge too flowery and not 
give the child opportunity exercise self-control 
and self-discipline. The value play does not lie 
the making the mental pabulum easy 
swallow possible, but the spirit competition 
and the appeal fairness and teamwork that en- 
genders when rightly directed. 

Curiosity one the instincts which plays 
important role education. Without there would 
not much desire stimulates the 
young mind explore the unknown ask the why 
and the wherefore things, but, allowed run 
riot, may cause lot mischief. Every instinct 
good when properly directed and controlled. The 
teacher may make use curiosity arouse expect- 
ancy and get immediate interest acquire the nec- 
essary knowledge the most direct way. 

Imitation form play and may conscious 
unconscious. may call the child’s greatest 
educational asset early life, and recognized 
the earliest method primitive educaton. The im- 
portance having the child surrounded good 
models conceded all. Dramatization high- 
form imitation and may used with great 
effectiveness teaching good expression reading 
and teaching leading events history. Construc- 
tiveness another form imitation and very often 
found strongest those children who lack facility 
the usual forms expressing themselves 
speaking and writing. 

XI. Emulation. 

Emulation perhaps the most potent force 
the world for bringing about and yet, how 
has been decried those who rant about “higher 
motives action.” Little they understand that 
the boy father the man. The child alone the 
bosom the family has little need being prodded 
into doing his best. the center his little 
universe. All join singing his praises and marvel- 
ing his wisdom. the admired doting 
relatives and his achievements are incomparable. 
But soon the darling goes school and be- 
comes conscious that others are his equals his 
betters, emulation keeps him from being satisfied 
with himself lagging behind. 

course, here again, the teacher must direct and 
control that friendly rivalry will not end 
jealousy, and competition arouse the desire cheat, 
and end engendering selfishness. 

Perhaps the most wonderful applications emu- 
lation are those found vogue the Jesuit schools. 
St. Ignatius and his followers early recognized the 
potent factor stimulating high endeavors and 
recommend again and again the Ratio Studio- 
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rum Method Procedure laid down for their 
schools. And History tells heights attained, 
eminence recognized, possible 
those whose genius was stimulated judicious 
application the means offered appeal the 
Competitive instinct. The minds young students 
are aroused that their senses are quickened and 
they fairly run obtain the desired goal. 

After all, material success life largely de- 
pendent the response there made this in- 
stinct. school fit one for his place busi- 
ness one must have learned cope successfully 
with others the same field. the adult the 
thought having succeeded better than one’s rivals 
reward enough. But the young need something 
more. They must see more tangible good 
reward for their extraordinary exertion either 
aiming attain some virtue coming out ahead 
some difficult lesson. This justifies the awarding 
premium for excellence. 

really gratifying note that the most mod- 
ern books pedagogy give emulation its just due 
the teaching process; but instead praising 
those who wisely made use and spite 
all that was done belittle and decry it, held 
what they knew incalculable service stim- 
ulate the young mind, these modern educators 
out their way give the Lancastrian mono- 
torial schools the credit for having used effec- 
tively and cite the Protestant Sunday Schools 
shining examples emulating their pupils win 
prize Bibles system colored tickets given for 
memorizing texts, without once mentioning the 
Jesuit schools. Why, long before there existed any 
Protestant Sunday Schools the Jesuit and other 
Catholic Schools did and still use with the 
greatest success spur high endeavor 
morals and learning. 

Every fair-minded student Education knows 
that the educational work the Catholic Church 
does not always get its full measure praise from 
the writers History Education. Writers can- 
not very well pass over what evident and obvi- 
ous, but they tend minimize modify their 
statements make students think that how- 
ever good “medieval” methods might have been 
the past, they not measure the present day 
standards. They write the past glories the 
Jesuits, for examples, but say never word their 
present The intellectual world today 
Kantian and evolutionary and this spirit necessarily 
pervades all the modern output pedagogic liter- 
ature. are compelled use these books for 
want something better, must purify them and 
hold fast our Catholic principles, that Religion 
the soul education. Catholic Teachers should 
saturated with Thomistic philosophy which will 
serve antidote and stabilizer the material- 
istic content Educational Psychologies and other 
like works the modern teachers’ libraries.

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Science and Faith. 

there conflict between religion 
and science? learning fatal 
faith? This old question revived 
the essay “Light and Love,” 
Luis DeBayle, the August issue 
Inter-America.

beyond the realm doubt,” 
calling attention the part played 
physics and other sciences hy- 
potheses, reminding his readers 
that “the true savant the one that 
says frequently, know not.’”

titude,” who claims for the teaching 
science finality that does not 
possess. 

The essayist quotes from Paracel- 
sus that “What regarded one 
generation the essence wisdom 
not infrequently absurdity the 
succeeding generation; 
passes for superstition one century 
may constitute the basis 
the next century.” not against 
science that this argument proceeds, 
but against the arrogance mock- 
science, for the true scientist 
seeker for light, and 
man’s conceptions universal truth 
must partial while the 
way perfection. The true scientist 
realizes that “the finite cannot con- 
tain the infinite.” 

All truth must one, and the truth 
science must support the truth 
religion. What the name science 
presumes attack the foundations 
religious faith 
from the faithful. Refusing accept- 
ance atheistic error, how often have 
the children the Church seen the 
fantasies pseudo-science swept 
away!
